Western farms hit by vandalism

Utah farmers and ranchers are be- 
coming aware of vandalism and sabo- 
tage done to Western farms and 
ranches by militant animal rights ac- 
tivists who believe farm animals are 
being treated cruelly. 

“There have been reports of galva- 
nized steel water troughs being shot 
with holes, barbed wire fences being 
eut, and cattle being scattered,” said 
Vic Saunders, vice president of com- 
munications for the Farm Bureau. 

Salt Lake City Police reports indi- 
cate at least one farm group leader 
has received several telephone death 
threats. 

“There have been phone threats on 
the lives of certain members of the 
livestock industry,” Saunders said. 

Investigators have identified the 
vandals as animal rights activists be- 
cause the pattern of crimes fit those of 
activists and because of statements 
animal rights activists have made to 
the press following the incidents, 
Saunders said. 

“The FBI is now going to go back 
and look at the past events they had 
previously passed off as random acts 
by pranksters,” Saunders said. 

Among those targeted by activists 
in the West was Jim Connely, presi- 
dent of the Nevada Cattle Associa- 
tion. Oil was drained out of Connely’s 


four-wheel drive tractor, resulting in 
$1,800 in damage. Connely said the 
man who repaired his tractor re- 
ported doing similar repairs for six 
other ranchers in a sparsely popu- 
lated area of Nevada. 

Vickie Turner, executive director 
of the Nevada Cattle Association, 
said there are books written specifi- 
cally to instruct people on how to cut 
barbed wire fences and destroy prop- 
erty. 

Turner said, for example, a vandal 
could loosen bolts on a tractor crank 
ease. When the farmer checks the 
fluid, it is fine, but when he gets out 
into the field, the bolt falls out, the oil 
leaks out and the machine freezes up. 
Saunders said the situation is espe- 
cially threatening to farmers and 
ranchers who live a long distance 
from town. 

Saunders said action is being taken 
in Washington D.C. A bill, sponsored 
by Rep. Charles W. Stenholm, D- 
Texas, would protect farms and 
ranches from animal rights attacks. 

Catherine Brant, director of devel- 
opment for the Humane Society in 
Salt Lake City, said the vandals are 
not an organized group of animal 
rights activists. “Most of the animal 
rights groups would realize it is dam- 
aging for their cause — fighting and 
violence is never the answer.” 

Carol L. Burnett, spokesperson for 
People for Ethical Treatment of Ani- 


mals, said their organization isn’t in- 
volved with the vandalism. Burnett 
said cattle are mistreated by farmers 
and ranchers. “They are put in trucks 
or trains for days without food or wa- 
ter on the way to market. Their last 
days are miserable — it is deplorable 
and unnecessary,” she said. 

Saunders said he doesn’t believe 
farmers are doing anything wrong. 
“Farmers take proper care of animals 
and they shelter them from storms. 
The farm animals have good health — 
better than wild animals — and havea 
longer life span too,” he said.

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Legislators 
let abortion 
issue fizzle

The two House abortion bills that 
seemed to promise heated debate in 
Utah’s Legislature fizzled to a quiet 
death Monday as the House Rules 
Committee tabled them both. It will 
now take a two-thirds vote to revive 
the bills by removing them from the 
control of the Rules Committee. . 

Rep. John Valentine, R-Orem, said 
the abortion bills will not be ad- 
dressed this session. Instead, the 
members of the House struck a com- 
promise that includes introducing a 
resolution concerning abortion. 

“A resolution will probably be 
adopted stating that Utah is a pro-life 
state,” Valentine said. 

The resolution is being drafted and 
is expected to include an order to 
Utah legal authorities to file friend- 
of-the-court briefs on litigation un- 
dertaken by other states with restric- 
tive abortion laws similar to those 
Utah tabled. The resolution will be 
introduced this week. 

“Everybody’s looking at what’s the 
best answer,” said House Majority 
Leader H. Craig Moody. According 
to The Associated Press, the compro- 
mise was made after Utah lawmakers 
held a late-night meeting with BYU 
law professor Richard Wilkins. 

Wilkins, who wrote the appellate 
brief for the Missouri Legislature in 
last summer’s Webster decision by 
the U.S. Supreme Court, recom- 
mended the compromise after re- 
viewing the abortion bills, telling the 
legislators that even if the bills passed 
in Utah he thought they would fail to 
get review in the high court. 

The most restrictive of the two 
bills, HB446, is sponsored by Rep. 
Pat Nix, R-Orem. The bill would out- 
law those abortions sought as birth 
control, allowing abortions only in the 
cases of rape, incest, mother’s health 
and where terminal defects would kill 
the baby before birth. 

The other bill, HB171, sponsored 
by Rep. Mont Evans, R-Riverton, 
was drafted along the lines of the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s Webster decision. 
The bill prohibits the use of public 
money or public facilities for “elec- 
tive” abortions. 

Also on Utah’s Capitol Hill, the fi- 
nal education package took a few 
steps toward completion as the Sen- 
ate passed legislation giving teachers 
a $1,000 net pay increase. The pack- 
age will also include enhanced retire- 
ment benefits and one-time and ongo- 
ing funds for textbooks. 

The legislature is also funding a 
technology initiative that will put 
money into Utah’s schools to buy com- 
puters and other technology over the 
next five years. 

The threat of a teachers’ strike that 
has been hanging over lawmakers 
since the beginning of the session has 
played a part in putting this package 
together, according to Valentine.

Agreement made on troops in Europe 


OTTAWA (AP) — The United States and the Soviet Union reached agree- 
ment Tuesday on a ceiling for troops they can station on foreign soil in Europe, 
Canadian External Affairs minister Joseph Clark announced. 

Essentially, the accord worked out during an “open skies” conference repre- 
sents Soviet acceptance of the initiative President Bush unveiled in his State of 
the Union address Jan. 31. 

Clark said the United States and the Soviet Union each could have 195,000 
soldiers on Europe’s central front. Additionally, he said, 30,000 U.S. troops 
could be based elsewhere in Europe. 

The United States now has about 305,000 troops in Europe, of which about 
275,000 are on the central front and 30,000 are in Greece, Turkey, Italy, Spain 
and Britain. The Soviet Union has about 565,000 in East Germany, Poland, 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia — four nations that have shed their hardline 
communist governments. 

Announcing the settlement, Clark said, “It overcomes one of the most 
difficult obstacles” to a treaty NATO and the Warsaw Pact are negotiating in 
Vienna on limits to conventional forces in Europe. 


3 men arrested after taking bus hostage 


PRINCE GEORGE, British Columbia — Three men took 11 students ona 
school bus hostage Tuesday, but were arrested after releasing all but one of 
the youngsters and leading authorities on a brief chase, police said. 

The hostages were unharmed, officials said. 

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police supplied the three with a getaway car, 
and allowed them to take one of the students with them, police said. 

The trio drove north out of this city about 300 miles north of Vancouver, 
then turned off the main highway onto a side road, where police surrounded 
and arrested them, police said. 

One of the men was armed with a .303-caliber rifle, and another had a 
.22-caliber semiautomatic rifle, police said. 

The school bus was parked for more than an hour after the incident began at 
4:30 p.m. in a downtown car dealership parking lot. 

It was believed the students were from Prince George Secondary School, 
the news agency Canadian Press reported. 

Police sharpshooters were sent to the scene after the bus was seized, but no 
shots were fired by either police or the gunmen. 

Traffic was cordoned off in the downtown area of this city about 300 miles 
north of Vancouver, police said. 


Illegal drug use down among students 


WASHINGTON — Use of illegal drugs by high school seniors, college 
students and other young adults declined in 1989, continuing a decade-long 
trend, according to an annual survey released Tuesday. 

The survey, funded by the National Institute on Drug abuse, said illegal 
drug use dropped last year among all three categories of young people sur- 
veyed, and that casual use among high school seniors and college students is 
about half what it was a decade ago. 

“This reduced demand is attributable largely to the important changes 
occurring in the attitudes, beliefs and social norms among our young people,” 
said Lloyd Johnston, a University of Michigan social scientist who helped 
es the survey, which was funded by the National Institute on Drug 

use. 

He said the decline has come about because anti-drug messages have made 
illegal drug use “unfashionable.” And he noted the dropoff has been occurring 
despite students’ belief that marijuana and cocaine are easy to get. 

Survey officials, however, said they continue to be concerned about use of 
erack, the highly addictive, smokable form of cocaine. 


Military pullout from Panama completed 


WASHINGTON — The United States has completed withdrawal of its 
military force that invaded Panama on Dee. 20, the White House said today. 

The U.S. troop strength in Panama is slightly below the 13,597 stationed in 
the Central American nation before the invasion, said presidential press 
secretary Marlin Fitzwater. 

_ More than 14,000 troops were rushed from bases in the United States for the 
invasion. 

While the troop levels have fluctuated by a few thousand over recent years, 
the 13,000 level is considered in the normal range, he said. However, that

Armenians flee violence in Tadzhikistan 


MOSCOW — Armenians are fleeing Tadzhikistan capital of Dushanbe by the 
hundreds to escape ethnic rioting that killed at least seven people and injured 
more than 100, news reports said Tuesday. 

Soldiers in tanks and armored personnel carriers were reportedly in control 
of the central Asian city 1,600 miles from Moscow, but violence is now spread- 
ing to the suburbs, said Anatoly Larenok, a correspondent for the national 
newspaper Vozdushny Transport. 

Violence broke out in Dushanbe on Monday after rumors spread that thou- 
sands of Armenian refugees, already fleeing ethnic clashes with Azerbaijanis 
in the Caucasus, were being given preference for scarce new housing. 

There is a chronic housing shortage in Dushanbe for Tadzhik families, which 
traditionally are large. 

Television news Tuesday evening said the ethnic attacks were continuing, 
and showed film footage of bloody clashes between rioters and rows of police, 
smashed vehicles and shattered storefronts.

Hearing set for debate 
over master metering

The ordinance regarding the con- 
servation of resources by prohibiting 
master metering was discussed in 
Provo City Council meeting Tuesday 
night.

According to last week’s minutes, 
master metering is “where one meter 
is run for many units rather than a 
meter for each unit.” 

Statistics given last week show 
those people who don’t have their own 
meter tend to use more electricity be- 
cause they are less conservation con- 
scious. Complex owners with a mas- 
ter meter can charge anything they 
want to tenants to compensate for the 
electrical usage, Mayor Joseph 
Jenkins said. 


The proposed ordinance would not 
allow a landlord to charge for above 
normal electricity use, an” une base 
charge would not exceed that which 
the city charges to individual meter 
owners, a charge for the service fee 
would be allowed. 

Jenkins said, “We need to come up 
with a conservation program to avoid 
extra costs for those people who do 
conserve electricity.” 

Other subjects discussed at the 
meeting were an amendment for the 
Local Area Street Plan for 3540 
North street at approximately 250 
West, and the reduction for the con- 
nection fee for the electricity service 
from $30 to $20. 

Also, the ordinance which stated 
businesses must remove snow from 
their sidewalks before 9 a.m. or be 
charged with a misdemeanor was 
amended to delete the 9 a.m. portion.

“Guardian angels” watch over the 
churches in downtown Denver, but 
these angels don’t dress in white or 
carry harps — they wear blue uni- 
forms and carry guns.

“As far as curtail- 
ing the problems goes, if you are not 
part of the solution, you are part of 
the problem,” he said. 

Two shareware packages are avail- 
able from the CCC to combat the 
virus. Disinfectant 1.5 will cleanse 
any infected disk and Gatekeeper will 
detect any attempt by a virus to infect 
a disk.

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Federation gathers own teachers’ opinions

SALT LAKE CITY — Denied a 
voice in the Utah Education Associa- 
tion’s strike vote Friday, the Ameri- 
can Federation of Teachers is con- 
ducting its own poll of educators. 

“If the UEA is not going to allow 
non-UEA people to vote on an issue of 
this importance, then we had better 
find out what the other 5,000 or so 
teachers think,” said Ken Zenger, the 
federation’s Utah Project director. 


Results of the poll of teacher atti- 
tudes on the Legislature’s salary pro- 
posals and education reform mea- 
sures should be available Wednesday, 
Zenger said. Ballots were distributed 
Monday to every school that has fed- 
eration members. 

For a strike to be effective in Utah, 
it must have the support of at least 75 
percent of all teachers in the state, 
Zenger said, adding he has not seen 
strong evidence of that degree of sup- 
port for a walkout. 


“I’m getting reports from a lot of 
teachers that they are not sure they 
are willing to risk their credibility and 
their economic status by walking out 
at this point,” Zenger said. 

Zenger said lawmakers appear sin- 
cere in their efforts to boost teacher 
salaries and improve education in the 
state. 

Because of budget ‘limitations, 
teachers may have to wait another 
year before they get everything they 
want, some legislators have said.

Find residency 
to file taxes, 
auditor says

College students from other 
states must determine where they 
will declare their residency before 
filing income tax, said an auditor 
with the Utah State Tax Commis- 
sion. 

“Once you have established 
domicile here (in Utah), you must 
file taxes here,” Steve Nelson said. 

“Domiciled” means that a person 
is a resident of the state. “They 
have a true, fixed, permanent es- 
tablishment in Utah,” Nelson said. 

Janice Perry, director of commu- 
nity relations at the tax commis- 
sion, said, “If a person maintains a 
California license, California car 
plates, their home address on BYU 
records is in California, and par- 
ents living in California are claim- 
ing them as a (dependent), that is a 
good indication they are a Califor- 
nia resident.” 

A lot of students come to school 
here but maintain residency where 
they came from, Nelson said. 

“Single students generally don’t 
change their domicile. But married 
students often register to vote 
here, obtain Utah driver’s licenses 
and register their cars here. These 
people have probably established 
their domiciles here,” Nelson said. 

People who do not understand 
domicile is do not necessarily need 
to call their home state tax office. 

But people need to decide on 
their own where they will create a 
domicile and file taxes in that state, 
Nelson said. 

Anyone with tax questions can 
call the state toll free at 1-800-662- 
4335. A part-year resident must 
file a Form TC40NR, a non-resi- 
dent form. 

A copy of federal form 1040 and 
forms completed from other states 
should also be included. 

A single or married student with 
taxable income of less than $40,000 
should use a Form TC40S, short 
form. 

Filing mistakes can slow down a 
return, Perry said. “Our most com- 
mon error is an unsigned form,” 
she said. 

Bad arithmetic and poor hand- 
writing are also common filing er- 
rors. Also, make sure that the cor- 
rect name, address and_ social 
security number are entered, 
Perry said. 

According to a report published 
by the Utah State Tax Commis- 
sion, only 25 percent of the state’s 
revenue comes from income taxes. 

The largest contributor provid- 
ing 30 percent of state revenue is 
the federal government. Education 
takes '40 percent, the largest part 
of the state budget.
